GUILTY 

Demko family express their 
‘pain and anger’ as Michael 
Jordan is acquitted of killing 


The family of murdered public school¬ 
boy Matthew Demko told of their “dis¬ 
belief and anger” after the man 
accused of killing him was acquitted. 

Michael Jordan, 25, walked free from 
the Old Bailey last Thursday, after a 
jury cleared him of bludgeoning the 
former landscape gardener to death 
over a drugs debt. 

Matthew’s sister Emily left the court 
sobbing and had to be comforted by 
her mother Lorraine after crying “I 
can’t believe it” on hearing the ver¬ 
dict. 

The Jordan family, who also suffered 
a loss after 25-year-old Matthew’s 
death - Mr Jordan’s father Stephen 
was hit by a train at Ashtead station 
five months after his son’s arrest - de¬ 
clined to talk about the 10-month or¬ 
deal. 

Mr Jordan’s mother Lisa said: “We 
feel that at the moment it is inappro¬ 
priate to talk about any of the things 
that happened, out of respect for the 
other family involved. 

“We have been through a lot and I 
think we will go with ‘no comment’ for 
the time being.” 

This week, Matthew’s parents Nick 
and Lorraine, and siblings Tom and 
Emily issued an emotional statement. 

It read: “The outcome of the trial has 
changed our lives forever. It was diffi¬ 
cult enough when Matt was killed, but 
we had some comfort in knowing 
someone was in prison. 

“Now, having to attend the trial over 
the five weeks has brought it all back. 
Living through every detail of his

murder has been very traumatic for 
us. 

“We would like to express our pain 
and anger at the result of this case. 
Matt’s loss to us cannot be measured 
or recompensed. This unsatisfactory 
result has simply compounded our 
pain and grief.” 

Mr Jordan had been accused of 
killing Matthew on April 4 last year, 
by repeatedly beating him over the 
head with a metal barbell and stran¬ 
gling him with an electric cable, after 
failing to repay a drugs debt of £3,600. 

But the eleven-strong jury, one of the 
jurors didn’t attend service due to 
sickness, cleared him of the murder. 

During the trial it emerged that 
Matthew was a drug dealer and that 
Mr Jordan sold drugs and collected 
money on his behalf. 

However, Surrey Police issued a 
statement saying it won’t pursue Mr 
Jordan, or any of the witnesses who 
admitted involvement with drugs, as 
the idea was for them to tell the truth 
without fear of self-incrimination. 

A Surrey Police spokesman said: 
“The jury listened carefully to all the 
evidence and came to their conclu¬ 
sions, which Surrey Police must re¬ 
spect. 

“The case will be reviewed to estab¬ 
lish if it should be re-opened.”

Attempts to breathe new life 
into Tadworth Village Hall have 
taken a step backwards after its 
only car park was closed. 

Hall users will have to park in 
busy Dorking Road once the car 
park has shut, or find alterna¬ 
tive parking. 

The land, which has been 
used as an unofficial car park 
for years and provides access to 
some homes, is owned by 
Reigate and Banstead Council, 
but is under the jurisdiction of 
Banstead Commons Conserva¬ 
tors. The council has no legal 
powers over the land. 

The conservators’ website 
says that the car park is for the 
use of people walking on 
Banstead Heath and as it has 
been abused by others they will 
close the car park. 

The village hall was in the dol¬ 
drums for years, but following a 
revamp is now the meeting 
place for a new nursery and 
other groups. 

When the car park is closed, 
hall users will either have to 
walk to the hall or leave their 
cars in nearby roads. 

One of the village hall 
trustees, Paul O’Shea, is furi¬ 
ous. He said: “The conservators 
have done this without any con¬ 


sultation. This is going to create 
major problems and it has 
caused a lot of upset and antag¬ 
onism. 

“A lot of people will be affect¬ 
ed by this and it seems to have 
been a decision that has been 
made without any form of con¬ 
sultation. 

“The knock-on effect is park¬ 
ing on the road ,which will 
cause considerable disruption 
in the area. 

“The conservators have made 
the decision without really con¬ 
sidering the impact.” 

A notice posted on their web¬ 


site says: “Over the past few 
years we have received regular 
complaints about it being used 
as overnight parking by local 
residents and daytime parking 
by workers at local businesses 
and even overnight lorry 
parking. 

“It has become clear that few 
if any people use the car park 
for visits to the commons. 

“The BCC have therefore 
decided that for the benefit of 
the commons the car park will 
be closed.” 

John Milner, clerk to the Con¬ 
servators, said: “I don’t think 


there is anything else that we 
want to add at this stage.” 

Reigate and Banstead Council 
is in negotiation with residents, 
ward councillors and the 
conservators. 

In a statement the council 
said: “The Conservators have 
agreed to postpone their works, 
originally planned for next 
week, until the end of March, to 
allow further discussions be¬ 
tween the Council and the Con¬ 
servators to take place.”

Woman attempts suicide 


Rubbish tips only for locals 


A woman attempting suicide 
was talked away from the 
edge of a car park roof by 
police officers. 

The 47-year-old threatened 
to jump off the Ashley Cen¬ 
tre’s car park roof, Epsom 
town centre, on Monday , but 
officers from Surrey Police 
managed to persuade her not 
to harm herself. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“Surrey Police was called to 
the scene at 4.53am on Mon¬ 
day, 16 February, and found a 
woman, who was alone, stat¬ 
ing she was going to jump 


from the car park roof. 

“Specially trained police of¬ 
ficers began talking to the 
woman and at 6.32am the 
lady was successfully per¬ 
suaded away from the edge of 
the roof and allowed officers 
to take her to a waiting 
ambulance. She was then 
taken to Epsom General 
Hospital. 

“The handling of this inci¬ 
dent, especially the preven¬ 
tion of injury to the woman, 
reinforces the excellent work 
that officers deliver on a 
daily basis.” 


Van drivers and anyone driv¬ 
ing a vehicle with a trailer who 
wants to use the Epsom rub¬ 
bish tip will have to prove that 
they live in Surrey 

In a tit-for-tat move, Surrey 
County Council (SCC) is to re¬ 
strict free access to rubbish 
tips to people who live in the 
county 

It follows the move by Sutton 
Council to ban people from out¬ 
side the borough from using its 
facilities and by Kingston 
Council, which now charges 
Surrey residents for the use of 
rubbish tips. 


SCC estimates it picks up a 
bill of £500,000 a year to deal 
with refuse dumped by non- 
Surrey residents. 

The county claims that the 
Epsom depot in Blenheim Road 
is one of the county facilities 
particularly under pressure 
from non-county users. 

David Harmer, SCC’s execu¬ 
tive member for the environ¬ 
ment, said: “The last thing 
Surrey residents need in the 
current financial climate is to 
be paying out for services that 
should be shouldered by other 
councils. “

A massive sculpture of a white 
horse dubbed the Angel of the 
South was inspired by an 
Epsom thoroughbred. 

The proposed 50-metre-high 
white horse, Horsa, by Turner 
Prize winner Mark Wallinger, is 
based on the image of nine- 
year-old racehorse Riviera Red, 
a winning horse trained by for¬ 
mer jockey Les Montague Hall 
in Epsom. 

The sculpture was chosen this 
weekend as the winner of the 
Ebbsfleet Landmark Project 
and will be built at a cost of £2m 
on a field adjacent to the A2 in 
Ebbsfleet Valley. 

Businessman Bob Pain, who 
owns the horse along with Mr 
Wallinger, said: “He came down 
with a sculptor who took plas¬ 
ters of every aspect of Riviera 
Red.” 

“It represents the county of 
Kent, which has a prancing 
horse as a logo. 

“But that’s not what Mark 
wanted to do. He wanted the 
horse to be standing.”

Tesco store ‘will drain life from the village’ 


About 5,400 people, almost one per 
household in Ashtead, have signed 
the anti Tesco petition which was 
delivered to Mole Valley’s Pipp- 
brook offices on Monday. 

The supermarket giant’s plans 
for a major new store in Ashtead 
village goes to Mole Valley’s plan¬ 
ning meeting on March 4. 

The anti Tesco campaign, which 
has been gathering momentum 
over the last few months and which 
has the support of MP Chris 
Grayling, claims the new Tesco 
will overwhelm Ashtead village 
and put shops out of business. It 
will also wreck the lives of people 
living near the proposed new store 
and cause traffic chaos, campaign¬ 
ers claim. 

“There has been a lot of research 
on what happens to towns and vil¬ 
lages where a Tesco of this size is 


built within a community of this 
size and it is all very bad news in¬ 
deed for Ashtead,” said Gillian 
Russell from Save - Save Ashtead’s 
Village Environment. 

“Rather than increasing trade in 
other shops, trade declines drasti¬ 
cally and local shops close as rents 
increase. 

“Such a large supermarket would 
actually drain life from the village 
rather than enhance it,” she said. 

“There are very real worries 
about an alarming increase in traf¬ 
fic - the dangerous junction at 
Woodfield Lane and the A24 would 
become even more dangerous.” 

Organisers of the Save campaign 
said the design of the proposed 
store would encourage shoppers to 
use Tescos and then drive away 
without visiting other shops in 
Ashtead. 


“A much more viable option 
would be for a much smaller store, 
with its tills and main entrance at 
the front of the building on The 
Street. This would then draw shop¬ 
pers into the main shopping area 
rather than away from it and hope¬ 
fully benefit the local traders and 
increase the vitality of the vil¬ 
lage,” said Mrs Russell. 

Tesco said Ashtead needs the 
new supermarket because most 
people have to drive to other dis¬ 
tricts to complete their main week¬ 
ly shop. The supermarket giant 
said new store would keep money 
circulating in the village. 

Campaigners will be attending 
the planning meeting at Pippbrook 
in Dorking.

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Death of a ‘respectable’ 
middle class drug dealer 


Despite coming from a re¬ 
spectable middle class family, 
murdered Matthew Demko ran 
a substantial drug dealing 
business. 

Mr Demko dealt an average 
of loz of cocaine, 4.5oz of 
cannabis and about 100 ecstasy 
pills every week. 

He began his life as a dealer 
at the age of 16, selling small 
amounts of cannabis to 
friends. He then started deal¬ 
ing cocaine and ecstasy, after 
he left college, the Old Bailey 
heard. 

A list of 40 names of people 
who possibly knew the victim 
was read out in court by de¬ 
fence and David Sillett, Mr 
Demko’s friend, confirmed 
that 14 of those were supplied 
by Mr Demko with drugs. 

He told how the amount of 
cannabis dealt by Mr Demko 
increased over the years and 
how he once bought five kilos 
of the drug off a supplier, with 
an estimated value of £12,000. 

Mr Demko was said to have 
owed money to a cannabis sup¬ 
plier named in court as John¬ 
ny from Kingston. Mr Sillet 
told the court how Johnny 
went to a local pub in Ashtead 
with another man, and one of

them punched Mr Demko in 
the face over the £3,000 he owed 
him. 

Mr Demko owed Johnny 
money because his own cus¬ 
tomers were not paying their 
drugs debts. 

Another one of his suppliers 
was described by Mr Sillett as 
an “Albanian man up in Lon¬ 
don,” who would meet Mr 
Demko in Fulham to hand him 
the drugs. 

Prosecutor Michael Austin- 
Smith QC said: “Matthew 
Demko, an ex-public school 
boy was viciously battered to 
death with an iron bar, beaten 
around the face and head. 

“I bother to say public school 
boy to emphasise that this is a 
story about respectable middle 
class people and his brutal 
death was inflicted in a re¬ 
spectable middle-class Surrey.” 

“The explanation of why this 
all happened is drugs. 

“Not sordid heroin or crack 
cocaine but fashionable co¬ 
caine and cannabis.”

Cleared friend will not 
be charged for drugs 


A football coach cleared of 
the murder of an ex-public 
schoolboy will not be inves¬ 
tigated for his involvement 
with drugs, Surrey Police 
said. 

Michael Jordan, 25, from 
Ashtead, worked delivering 
drugs and collecting money 
for Matthew Demko, who 
was battered to death in 
the Jordan family’s garage 
in April 2008. 

Mr Jordan admitted in 
court to dealing cannabis 
and cocaine for Mr 
Demko’s friends and ac¬ 
quaintances in several oc¬ 
casions, and also collecting 
money to be repaid to Mr 
Demko later. 

He had been accused of 


killing landscape gardener 
Mr Demko on April 4 by re¬ 
peatedly beating him over 
the head with a metal bar¬ 
bell and strangling him 
with an electric cable, after 
failing to repay a drugs 
debt of £3,600. 

He was found not guilty 
by the jury yesterday. 

A spokeswoman for Sur¬ 
rey Police said: “We will 
not be taking any action 
against Michael Jordan as 
it is not proportionate and 
the thrust of the trial was 
to encourage all parties to 
be truthful without fear of 
self-incrimination. ”

Dad died before son freed 


Throughout Michael Jordan’s 
trial, a face was missing from 
the public gallery and even 
from the witness stand. 

His father, Stephen, 52, was 
not present to witness his son 
being cleared of murdering 
Matthew Demko. 

For Mr Jordan was hit by a 
train and killed at 5.30am at 
Ashtead Station on Septem¬ 
ber 25. 

Mr Jordan was said to have 
been depressed after the ar¬ 
rest of his son. 

At the time of his death, a 
spokesman for British Trans¬ 
port Police said they were not 
treating it as suspicious. 


Officers had to visit his son 
in prison to break the news of 
his father’s death. 

The court heard how Mr 
Jordan followed his son to the 
garage after being asked to 
help, to find Mr Demko lying 
on a “huge pool of blood.” 

Mr Jordan called the emer¬ 
gency services and gave Mr 
Demko chest compressions, 
although he is said to have 
told the operator: “I hate to 
say this but he looks absolute¬ 
ly dead to me. 

“His head had been smashed 
and I can tell you no amount 
of CPR is going to do any¬ 
thing.”

Family tell of popular son 


THE DEMKOS 

Nick and Lorraine Demko, 
Matthew Demko’s parents, had 
moved to a house in Ashtead 
Woods Road, in leafy Ashtead, 
in 2005, with Matthew’s 
younger brother and sister, 
Tom and Emily 

Matthew was a popular 
young man in Ashtead, who 
was living in a rented room in 
Epsom at the time of his mur¬ 
der, but was constantly in 
Ashtead and Leatherhead, 
going out with friends and vis¬ 
iting the family 

He and Michael Jordan be¬ 
came friends and had a very 
similar lifestyle, going to par¬ 
ties and clubs most weekends, 
wearing expensive clothes and 
sharing the habit of using and 
dealing drugs. 

Matthew was a landscape 
gardener and, according to his 
family in a tribute released by 
Surrey Police a few months 


after his death, “when he got 
his job doing grounds mainte¬ 
nance he started out doing 
basic jobs like cutting grass but 
he worked hard and he made 
his way up in the company” 

Back then, Mr and Mrs 
Demko also told an anecdote of 
how Matthew once saved a little 
girl who had a fit while swim¬ 
ming when he was a lifeguard 
at Leatherhead Leisure Centre. 

After his death, his parents 
set up a charitable fund called 
In Memory of Matt to raise 
money for things their son was 
passionate about. In October, 
about 50 people in fancy dress 
and decorated cars drove from 
Ashtead to Brighton and raised 
around £900 for the fund. 

A Facebook group was creat¬ 
ed days after his death and has 
over 500 members, including 
friends and family 

A keen rugby player, 
Matthew was once in the same 


team as England rugby star 
Paul Hodgson at Sutton and 
Epsom Rugby Club’s under- 
15s. He won a sports scholar¬ 
ship to study at Pangbourne 
College, a boarding school for 
11 to 18-year-olds. 

Like any other man in his 
early twenties, he would go on 
nights out, music festivals and 
gigs with his mates, almost 
every weekend. 

His lifestyle was that of a 
wealthy young man and it 
translated in gestures such as 
buying his sister Emily a 
Gucci bracelet when she 
turned 17, because “he wanted 
to do something special for 
her,” according to his parents. 

But Matthew’s involvement 
with drugs not only brought 
immense pain to his family 
with his death, but also saw the 
mother on the receiving end of 
some embarassing accusa¬ 
tions. But the family did not 


have the chance to deny the 
claims in court. 

The court heard that after 
Matthew’s death, his mother 
called his best friend, Martyn 
Goody, and asked him to go to 
her son’s flat, in Gainsborough 
Road, Epsom, and make sure 
there was nothing “that should 
not be there”. 

Mr Goody told the jury, when 
giving evidence during the 
trial, he went there and 
grabbed two mobile phones 
and a tick list with names and 
contacts of people who owed 
Matthew drugs money He was 
then asked by Mrs Demko to 
burn the list. 

According to Mr Goody, al¬ 
though Mrs Demko never men¬ 
tioned drugs, she was aware of 
her son’s involvement with 
them. 

Matthew was laid to rest at St 
Giles Church, in Ashtead, in 
June. 


Suburban life torn apart by death in garage 


THE JORDANS 

Michael Jordan’s parents Stephen and 
Lisa moved to Links Road, in Ashtead, 
17 years ago with Michael and his sis¬ 
ters Eva and Samantha. 

They were known to be a very warm 
and welcoming family, who always 
had parties and dinners attended by 
friends and neighbours. 

Michael’s sisters used to babysit for 
one of their neighbours and occasion¬ 
ally so did he. They were known as a 
happy and caring family, whose house 
was always open. 

At some point during Michael and 
Mr Demko’s friendship, his older sis¬ 
ter Eva even considered renting Mr 
Demko one of the rooms in the Links 
Road house where she was living, at a 
time when Mr and Mrs Jordan lived 
three houses down the road. But she 
gave up the idea of sharing when her 
parents decided to extend the house so 
the rest of the family would move in 
together, and moved to a flat in Epsom 
with her boyfriend. 

Both sisters went to university and 
Michael was due to start a temporary 
admin job at Surrey County Council 
before Mr Demko died in the family’s 
garage, in Ashtead. Although he has 
never been to college after finishing 
school, at 16, his father said he was a 
very bright young man.

Michael worked as a football coach 
for a local sports club and played foot¬ 
ball with his mates frequently. He was 
also a “big spender” who liked expen¬ 
sive designer clothes and nights out, 
and although rescued by his father 
from a £4,000 bank and credit card 
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debt once, at the time of Mr Demko’s 
death, he was already £6,000 in debt. 

After April 4 last year, their lives 
changed dramatically. With Mr 
Demko’s death in their property’s 
garage and Michael’s arrest as the 
main suspect of the crime, the Jordan 
family’s life started falling apart. 

Mrs Jordan and her family created 
appeal posters a couple of weeks after 
the death and distributed them to 
neighbours and around Ashtead in the 
hope that someone would come for¬ 
ward with information that could help 
the case. At the time Michael had al¬ 
ready been charged with murder and 
remanded in custody, awaiting trial. 

Five months down the line, the Jor¬ 
dan family suffered another blow. Mr 
Jordan, who was said to have been de¬ 
pressed after his son’s arrest, was hit 
by a train at Ashtead station, in 
September, leaving his wife and two 
daughters to cope with his death and 
Michael’s murder charge and trial.

u We would like to ex¬ 
press our pain and 
anger at the result of 
this case. Matt’s loss 
to us cannot be measured 
or recompensed. This un¬ 
satisfactory result has sim¬ 
ply compounded our pain 
and grief. 

When we heard the jury 
say “not guilty” we were in 
disbelief. We were waiting 
for them to say something 
else but there was nothing. 
We are angry and shell¬ 
shocked. Some might say 
“that’s British justice for 
you”, but it’s not justice for 
us. 

The outcome of the trial 
has changed our lives forev¬ 
er. It was difficult enough 
when Matt was killed, but 
we had some comfort in be¬ 
lieving someone was in 
prison. Now having to at¬ 
tend the trial over five 
weeks has brought it all 
back, living through every 
detail of his murder has 
been very traumatic. 

Matt may not have been 
perfect, but he was certain¬ 
ly not the person that he’s 
been portrayed to be.

We think of him every day 
and ask “why?”

Meanwhile as Robbie recov¬ 
ers, the family are investigat¬ 
ing ways of implementing 
their plan to help Britons 
caught in crisis abroad. 

Mrs Hughes said the family 
was this week looking into set¬ 
ting up a website for the Please 
Enjoy Don’t Destroy campaign 
and were continuing to press 
Members of Parliament across 
the country to sign an early 
day motion (EDM) bringing at¬ 
tention to Robbie’s case. 

MP Tom Brake’s EDM, which 


currently bears only 33 names, 
notes how since the attack an 
independent witness has come 
forward, but British police are 
unable to act because it is not 
in their jurisdiction and no re¬ 
quest for assistance has been 
made by the Greek authorities. 

It calls for better support and 
advice for families affected by 
violent crimes or serious acci¬ 
dents while abroad. 

The family are also waiting 
for news from Greece about 
the next step in the case 
against Robert’s five attackers 
and hope they will be brought 
to justice soon.

Man denies

A man accused of terroris¬ 
ing shop assistants in a 
spree of knifepoint rob¬ 
beries has appeared in 
court.

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Sax appeal

Mr Francis said it was un¬ 
likely the recipient of the 
saxophones, which he had

owned for the last 30 years,

But the music teacher said 
the saxophones were “irre¬ 
placeable” and had followed 
him throughout his career 
broadcasting on the BBC 
and playing in his band and 
on several Adam Ant tracks. 

Mr Francis offered a £500 
reward to anyone who pro¬ 
vided information leading 
to their successful return. 

He said: “It is a great loss; 
it’s not just the instrument 
you lose but the sound they 
created too. 

“It might be hard for other 
people to understand but I 
have been playing them 
most of my life. 

“One of the saxophones 


had a mouth piece which 
created a sound I have never 
been able to replicate since 
and probably never will.” 

Mr Francis’ saxophones 
were taken by Johnston, 37, 
when he climbed up to a rear 
first floor bedroom window 
at his terraced home. 

Johnston also stole car 
keys, £140 in cash, jewellery 
and his grandfather’s war 
medals. 

He said one of the saxo¬ 
phones was a Selmer Mark 
VI saxophone, which he 
bought in 1973, and the 
other was a Yanagisawa so¬ 
prano sax which he bought 
in 1976.

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‘Astonishing’ life of carer 


A former naval officer who gave 
up his life to fight a high-profile 
medical negligence case for his 
wife has died of pneumonia. 

Tony Darley Jones, 80, from 
Sutton, made national news in 
the early 90s when his wife was 
left brain damaged by a routine 
operation that went wrong. 

Christine Darley Jones, a for¬ 
mer high-flying City analyst, 
suffered a heart attack during 
surgery at St Anthony’s Hospi¬ 
tal, North Cheam, in 1994. 

The medical negligence case 
ended up at the High Court and 
the Darley Jones’s were award¬ 
ed £2.6m in 2003. 

After her heart attack Chris¬ 
tine was left wheelchair-bound,

unable to speak and needing to 
be fed through a tube. 

Tony, who sold the family 
home in Beddington to live a 
hundred yards from the 
Streatham hospital where 
Christine is treated, was cre¬ 
mated in Putney Vale cremato¬ 
rium last week. 

He was described as a truly 
amazing man by Vicky Allitt, a 
family friend and a former City 
colleague of Christine.

health took its toll. He suffered 
from Parkinson’s and diabetes. 
He had a wicked sense of hu¬ 
mour, so the cremation had to 
be done on Friday 13th.” 


In 1944, on his 16th birthday, 
he became a sailor, serving on 
the HMS Belfast off the coast of 
Japan a year later. 

After staying with the Navy in 
the Far East, he went on the run 
in Australia, earning a living by 
catching rabbits and selling 
them by the skin. Eventually 
Tony was caught in Sydney, be¬ 
coming one of the last sailors to 
be sentenced to the lash. 

Vicky said: “He led an aston¬ 
ishing life. He always expected 
to die before Christine, so the 
settlement made that fact easier 
to take. We will carry on Tony’s 
work.”

Redevelopment 
plans go ahead? 

Vulnerable residents opposing the redevel¬ 
opment of their sheltered housing scheme 
looked on in dismay and outrage as coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet members moved to support the 
controversial bid this week. 

About 40 Elizabeth House residents, fami¬ 
ly and friends packed the crowded room in 
civic offices to see the Liberal Democrat ex¬ 
ecutive vote in favour of demolishing most 
of the 75-tenant site. 

Executive members agreed with indepen¬ 
dent consultants Tribal Consulting that 
residents’ preferred option to refurbish the 
scheme, which was found not fit for pur¬ 
pose in 2003, would meet little or no access 
requirements under the Disability Dis¬ 
crimination Act 1995 and would not in¬ 
crease provision for an ageing population. 

Their vote, which will face an ultimate 
ruling at full council on March 2, supported 
phased development which would allow up 
to 34 residents to stay on site until new 
homes become available and all current 78 
residents would be able to return, if they 
wanted. 

But as some cabinet members said it was 
“very difficult” to make the decision, mur¬ 
murs and sighs of “pathetic” and ‘’patron¬ 
ising” rose from the public gallery 

Speaking at the meeting Ann Culley, of 
Mickleham Gardens, whose 92-year-old 
mother lives in Elizabeth House, ques¬ 
tioned the independence of the decision 
and said it did not reflect the depth of feel¬ 
ing concern that a community would be 
lost. 

Coun Ruth Dombey said: “I’m not going 
to ask for sympathy from anyone when I 
say this is very difficult. 

“But I do believe the scheme is no longer 
suitable for a modern world. We have to 
make a decision and we have to make one 
now.”

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Government plans overturned as confusion cleared up 


A school has succeeded in 
reversing Government 
plans to call “sin bins” by 
the same name. 

The Link Secondary 
School in Beddington had 
feared its name would be 
tarnished if pupil referral 
units, which cater largely 
for excluded students, were 
re-named Link Schools. 

Director Christine Arm¬ 
strong said pupil recruit¬ 
ment would be 

“dramatically affected” as 


parents would confuse the 
non-maintained special 
school for 48 children, aged 
between 11 and 19, with 
PRUs. 

Liberal Democrat MP for 
Carshalton and Wallington 
Tom Brake called for an ur¬ 
gent meeting with the Sec¬ 
retary of State for 
Children, Schools and Fam¬ 
ilies, the Rt Hon Ed Balls 
MP over the proposals. 

The Government has now 
dropped the plan and PRUs 


will now be renamed short 
stay schools. 

Mr Brake said: “The ex¬ 
cellent reputation of these 
local schools is now safe.” 

“However the Govern¬ 
ment chose to hold a con¬ 
sultation which lasted only 
four days - not much of a 
window to lodge a com¬ 
plaint.” 

Nationally about 70,000 
pupils are currently taught 
in PRUs after being exclud¬ 
ed from mainstream 


schools along with teenage 
mothers, pregnant school¬ 
girls, pupils awaiting a 
school place, and children 
who cannot attend school 
because of medical prob¬ 
lems. 

Most are boys aged 11 to 
15 and just one per cent of 
all pupils get at least five C 
grade GCSEs. 

Ofsted said in 2007 that 
the proportion of inade¬ 
quate PRUs - 14 per cent, 
catering for around 700 


pupils - was too high. 

Director Christine Arm¬ 
strong said: “I am over¬ 
joyed that the Government 
has seen sense. 

“The Link Schools are 
well established here in 
Beddington and creating a 
whole host of new schools 
called Links would have 
been very confusing for 
parents.”

will not be disrupted

The NHS has denied claims it plans 
to close Queen Mary’s Hospital for 
Children in the centenary year of 
the Carshalton paediatric centre. 

A campaign was started among 
parents in response to growing ru¬ 
mours that inpatient services were 
being moved to St George’s Hospi¬ 
tal, Tooting. 

But Sutton and Merton Primary 
Care Trust (PCT) gave assurances 
this week that the specialist care of 
sick children would not be disrupt¬ 
ed. 

The trust said it was simply con¬ 
sidering a partnership agreement, 
in which the most serious opera¬ 
tions could be done at St George’s. 

A spokesman added: “We can re¬ 
assure parents that no plans have 
been made to move inpatient ser¬ 
vices away from Queen Mary’s, al¬ 
though we do want to look at the 
best way of providing care for chil¬ 
dren into the future. 

“They need the right people car¬ 
ing for them, for their condition, 
and that can mean some specialist 
services being provided in one hos¬ 
pital and more routine day surgery 
at another. 

“There is no threat to the future of 
Queen Mary’s in its 100th year and 
we welcome the contribution of 
local people to improvement plans.” 

The original hospital was built in 
1909 on a 136-acre site in Carshalton 


Beeches, with more than 1,200 beds 
for London children, many suffer¬ 
ing from the effects of poor sanita¬ 
tion and malnutrition. 

Having decayed beyond repair, the 
heavily bombed treatment centre 
was relocated to a ward at St Helier 
Hospital in 1993. 

Relatives remain worried about 
the lack of consultation so far and 
the possibility of children with 
complex needs having to travel fur¬ 
ther. 

In a statement, the parents’ cam¬ 
paign group said: “We are still seek¬ 
ing reassurances that services will 
stay in their current form and not 


be downsized to a 24-hour assess¬ 
ment unit, with children requiring 
longer stays being transferred to St 
George’s. 

“We look forward to helping the 
trust understand the precise needs 
of children at Queen Mary’s, to en¬ 
sure they are not treated merely as 
statistics in a cost-saving exercise 
Tom Brake, MP for Carshalton 
and Wallington, said any changes 
should be made to improve special¬ 
ist care rather than “simply for the 
convenience of the hospital man¬ 
agers”.

A computer user in Sutton al¬ 
tered a Wikipedia entry on the 
Venetian painter Titian, minutes 
after a Commons clash between 
David Cameron and Gordon 
Brown. 

The Conservative leader had 
ridiculed Mr Brown at Prime 
Minister’s Questions for compar¬ 
ing his plight to the artist at “the 
age of 90”. 

During the exchange, Mr 
Cameron said: “The Prime Minis¬ 
ter never gets his facts right: he 
told us the other day he was like 
Titian aged 90. The fact is, Titian 
died at 86.” 

Supporters immediately spotted 
Mr Cameron had made an error 
because the true age of the Re¬ 
naissance master has never been 
established. 

One minute before the end of 
PMQs the entry for the artist, 
which stated he lived between 
1485 and 1576, was changed to give 
his birth date as 1490. 

The editor’s unique IP address 
belonged to a personal computer 
in Sutton. Four minutes later an 
aide at Conservative Campaign 
Headquarters then further re¬ 
vised the entry to show the 
painter died in 1572. 

A spokesman for the Conserva¬ 
tive group on Sutton Council said 
none of its members were respon¬ 
sible for the rewriting of history. 


Councillor Tony Shields, deputy 
leader of the opposition, said: “Al¬ 
though Titian only seems to have 
discovered his talent late in life - 
at least he had some talent, unlike 
our Labour Prime Minister. The 
comparison is bafflingly arro¬ 
gant, like most of Brown’s pro¬ 


nouncements.” 

The Tory party blamed an 
“overeager member of staff” for 
the second alteration to the Titian 
Wikipedia entry.

Depot plans dumped 


Plans to build a new recycling 
depot on Beddington Lane have 
been thrown out on environmen¬ 
tal and financial grounds. 

At Sutton Council’s Develop¬ 
ment Control meeting last week, 
proposals from HS Works Ltd to 
build a road recycling centre 
within 200 metres of Beddington 
Lane Primary school, received 
unanimous opposition from coun¬ 
cillors. 

The proposals, which were made 
in December last year, caused up¬ 
roar among local residents, many 
of whom stood outside the site in 
protest. 

A 450-signature petition against 
the plans was handed into the 
council offices before Christmas.

Councillors last week agreed, 
and said noise levels, air pollution 
and the unwillingness by the ap¬ 
plicants to pay £37,500 for envi¬ 
ronmental improvements lead to 
the proposals being refused. 

Mike Dunne, a local resident 
who presented the residents con¬ 
cerns to the committee said: "I'm 
delighted with the decision of the 
Committee and how they acted on 
behalf of residents and rejected 
the plan. 

“Hopefully this will be a turning 
point for residents of Beddington 
and set a precedence against this 
type of detrimental application 
being brought to the council in fu¬ 
ture." 


Ken Andrew, Conservative par¬ 
liamentary candidate said: "Com¬ 
mon sense prevailed at the 
meeting and I was delighted that 
my Conservative colleague Coun¬ 
cillor Graham Whittam's summa¬ 
ry of the concerns over the air 
quality, arising from the proposed 
works and the noise levels, which 
could be deafening, were accepted 
by other members of the commit¬ 
tee. 

“I hope the applicant will now 
decide to forget about this idea 
once and for all. I am very pleased 
for local residents who have 
fought hard to have this turned 
down." 

HS Works spokesman Trevor 
Carvell said: “We will be appeal¬ 
ing against the decision.”

New boilers fitted in council homes’ overhaul

A petition for a dedicated police 
base to tackle crime in Cheam 
has drawn more than 2000 sig¬ 
natures, as the campaign for 
suitable premises rumbles on. 

Councillors Graham Witham, 
Jonathan Pritchard and Mis- 
daq Zaidi launched the petition 
last May, in response to the 
news that the safer neighbour¬ 
hood team (SNT) had to aban¬ 
don plans to use Cheam Lodge 
as a permanent base. 

English Heritage disabled the 
proposal, which took two years 
to be finalised, after it insisted 
the police pay to restore the 
derelict listed art deco building 
to its former glory, as English 
Heritage standards require va¬ 


cating tenants to re-construct 
buildings to their “as built” 
condition using the original 
building materials. 

At the time, Sutton Chief In¬ 
spector Dave Gair would not 
comment on the guidelines or 
the renovation cost, but said the 
decision was not taken lightly. 

He said that while there were 
four safer neighbourhood team 
bases at Sutton, Wallington, 
Worcester Park and St Helier, 
Cheam Lodge would have 
helped place some officers clos¬ 
er to their wards. 

This week, head of safer Sut¬ 
ton partnership, Warren Shad- 
bolt, said the Metropolitan 
Police Service and Metropoli¬ 
tan Police Authority were still 
looking for alternative premis¬ 
es, and hoped the matter would 


be resolved “in the coming 
months”. 

He said: “Obviously they have 
to be fit for purpose, in terms of 
the facilities needed, and offer 
good value accommodation 
from the public purse. 

“It is not only the existence of 
premises that determines 
crime and antisocial behaviour 
reduction - certainly the pres¬ 
ence of a dedicated team of six 
officers patrolling the area and 
dealing with offenders and 
problems has been, and will be, 
a major factor in dealing with 
issues.” 

Coun Pritchard said: “Police 
officers should be as close to the 
ground as possible. 

“We think Cheam deserves a 
permanent police base, like 
other parts of the borough.” 

Meanwhile Cheam Lodge, 
which was earmarked for a 
£200,000 facelift, carried out by 
the council and paid for by local 
taxpayers, still stands dilapidat¬ 
ed and unused. 

The building is managed by 
English Heritage, but the or¬ 
ganisation has done nothing to 
bring it back into public use or 
find a new purpose for it. 

Its crumbling exterior and 
boarded-up windows mean it is 
now regarded by many as an 
eyesore, rather than a site of 
historical significance.

Since the closure of their 
local PO in Seymour Road, 
the nearest place they can 
collect their pensions is Lon¬ 
don Road. 

But the OAPs are having 
trouble entering the build¬ 
ing. 

Vera Butlin, 88, who car¬ 
ries a white stick as she is 
partially blind, said she has 


been warned by her carer 
“not to go near it.” 

She said: “The door is real¬ 
ly heavy and there are two 
big steps to get up to it. I’m 
88 and most of my friends 
are in their 90s. 

“They can’t get the door 
open. Most of them have to 
ask for help. The post office 
is right at the other end of 
the shop. It is very upset¬ 
ting.” 

The group, which includes 
Burt, Joyce, big Joyce, little 
Joyce, and Nora, have been 
angered by the closure of 
Seymour Road post office in 
May. 

Vera said: “The old post of¬ 
fice was perfect, you could 
get most of your shopping in 
there and the people were 


very nice. It was well lit and 
it had an automatic door. 

“But now we have to strug¬ 
gle, it shouldn’t be like this. 
Joyce has two walking sticks 
so she can’t open the door on 
her own, nor can she man¬ 
age the steps.” 

Rural post offices have 
been closing across the 
country. Last year it was an¬ 
nounced 2,500 post offices 
were to be closed under 
Royal Mail plans. 

But Vera believes older 
people have been forgotten 
about in the cutbacks. 

She said: “We want the old 
Post Office reopening. 

“It’s hard enough getting 
by on the pension, never 
mind having to struggle to 
collect it.” 


A spokesman for Royal 
mail said: “The post office 
branch in Seymour Road 
closed as part of the Net¬ 
work Change programme 
which was introduced after 
the Government recognised 
that fewer people were using 
Post Office branches. 

“As part of the process 
which saw the closure of the 
Post office branch in Sey¬ 
mour Road, we discussed the 
access situation with the 
subpostmaster at London 
Road, Hackbridge, and we 
are seeking to make im¬ 
provements.”

Some goods were cheaper, but 
choice was reduced as Tesco 
heavily promoted its own brand 
goods. 

Where local shops were com¬ 
petitive, some could not survive 
because their customers were 
siphoned off by the “sell every¬ 
thing store”. 

It could have brought people 
into the town because everyone 
thought the Tesco building 
would be separated from the 
town by a large car park that 
would serve both the town and 
the store.

Lettings 
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A clear, impartial guide to... 
renting a property, part 2 


Following on from Part 1 of the guide which dealt with how a RICS (Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors) 
member can help you rent a property and finding a property to rent. Part 2 deals with what you should do 
when you agree to let a property. If you missed part 1 then visit www.yourlocalguardian.co.uk/homes and use 
the e-edition feature to view previous editions of the Homes supplements. 

Part 2 of the guide will deal with the role of the letting agent and agreeing the let. 

2. Agreeing the let 

When you find a property, before you sign anything you should: 

* Look at the property - is it clean, what kind of condition is it in and is anything broken? 

* Find out what furniture, furnishings, and other equipment are included in the rent 

* Ask about any management and maintenance costs 

* Find out what your responsibilities are, such as cleaning or replacing broken furnishings. 

Health and safety requirements 

You should check and get assurances or certificates from the landlord that the property complies with these 
regulations: 

* Furniture and Furnishings (Fire) (Safety) Regulations 1988, amended in 1993 

* Gas Safety (Installation and Use) Regulations 1998 

* Smoke Detectors Act 1991, (if the property doesn't have smoke alarms ask if they can be installed) 

* Electrical Equipment (Safety) Regulations 1994. 


Visit the Department for Communities and Local Government website for more information. 

In addition, you are advised to check whether electrical appliances have been PAT tested (Portable Appliance 
Testing) by the landlord. 

References 

Once you have found a property, you will need to agree the terms and conditions with the landlord. For these 
purposes you will need to supply the landlord with relevant information and ensure you sign the necessary 
paperwork required for renting the property. 

Becoming the tenant usually takes anywhere from a few days to three or four weeks. 

Before you sign anything, the landlord or agent should provide you with a clear statement of rent, tenancy, 
deposit and any costs of setting up the tenancy.This includes the administration costs of getting your refer¬ 
ences. The letting agent will get references by contacting either: 

*Your bank 

* Credit referencing agencies 

* Current and previous employer(s) 

* Current and previous landlord(s) 

If you are self-employed you may need to provide copies of trading accounts and an accountant's reference. 
Even if someone is going to be your guarantor you will still need references. 

Part 3 will continue with what you should do when you agree to let a property.

Elvis isn’t dead 

If the rise in people 
impersonating Elvis 
continues to grow, by 2020 
one in every 10 people will 
call themselves The King. 

This astonishing statis¬ 
tic comes courtesy of 
Michael King, who has 
been impersonating Elvis 
for the past 15 years and 
whose show, The Power of 
Presley, comes to Secombe 
Theatre on February 28. 

“You don’t go to your 
careers advisor at school 
and say, ‘I want to be an 
Elvis impersonator’,” says 
King, speaking from his 
north Wales home - a 
place he rarely gets to 
visit as he notches up 
around 5,000 miles a 
month travelling.

“I am not in competition 
with the other Elvis 
impersonators, at the end 
of the day, the show is 
everything and I am an 
Elvis fan first and 
foremost.” 

King runs a yearly Elvis 
convention in Blackpool 
which attracts more than 
4,000 fans and 100 looka- 
likes, all competing to be 
crowned king of the 


impersonators. 

Among the judges have 
been Elvis’s former hair¬ 
dresser, spiritual mentor 
and tour manager decid¬ 
ing who is top ‘hound’ dog. 

King is friendly with 
many of Elvis’s former 
buddies, having spent two 
months in Las Vegas 
performing with the 
Jordanaires - the rock 
and roll star’s old backing 
singers. 

He went on to win the 
Nevada Elvis Icon Award, 
the only time it has been 
presented to any Elvis 
performer outside of the 
United States. 

“Vegas is a crazy place,” 
adds King. “I got to play 
to the largest Elvis fan 
club in the world when I 


was out there, it was 
amazing. 

“The early Vegas period 
was my favourite era of 
Elvis’s music. To me, he 
was at the peak of his 
career - he looked and 
sounded fantastic.” 

Modestly, King shrugs 
off the notion that he has 
enthusiastic fans, despite 
David Stanley, Elvis’s - 
step-brother and body¬ 
guard, saying: “I saw Elvis 
in concert more than 
1,000 times. Watching 
Michael King is nothing 
short of spooky.” 

King says: “I am quite a 
shy person, really. There 
are lots of people who 
follow my shows but, 
predominately, they are 
fans of Elvis. 


“Having said that, you 
know you have made it 
when you get a stalker 
and I’ve had a few! They 
write letters and ring me 
lots, though eventually 
they get bored and move 
on to someone else.” 

Do the stalkers and end¬ 
less travel put pressure on 
King’s relationships? 

“Luckily, I have a very 
understanding wife and 
two lovely girls, aged 10 
and 15, who are all very 
supportive. They try to 
come to the gigs, although 
the 15-year-old has some 
slight embarrassment!”

Heat a little oil in a small 
frying pan until hot (when it 
begins to smoke) and then 
pour enough batter (approxi¬ 
mately two tablespoons) to 
thinly coat the base of the 
pan. When golden brown 
underneath, toss or turn to 
cook the other side.
